.STATEMENT BY THE PRESIDENT. 

President: Order,, order. Honourable members. , might 
perhaps be aware.that in another place, I gaye u kind of ^review on 
the food situation and.'the developments of that situation. It ^is 
only right' that -1 should take this House into my confidence.in 
regard to these matters affectuig the policy of Government. And. 
I now proceed to do so. . . _ , ; 

■ But before proceeding to discharge that function,.let me point 
out that I have received notices of two adjournment, motions. One 
of these motions is' by Mr. G. Narayana Aiyar and- it reads ; 

‘The business ci the House be aajburned^ for the purpose of dia- 
,. cussing a matter of urgent public importance, namely, the 
inadequate supply of tiae to this State and the difficulties In 
the ti-anspbr.t of the same.” ' 

The other motion is by Hr. 'Fletcher and reads : = 

‘I. beg leave., to move that the husinoss of the House be ad- 
, journed for dlB.Qubatag a matter of urgent public importanoe, 

nkmely the serious'-situation arising out of the ooinpniBory 
; , sale of bajra, oho lam and wheat to the poor people as a con¬ 

dition neoeasary for them right to purchase rice for their 
. . ’ food. 

Both these matters arejof fundamental importance and if the 
honourable members concerned are - willing to club those two to-' 
gether so as to talk on the food situation, L .shall be very gl,ad to 
allow the fullest opportunity to' members of this- House to discuss 
their point of view. I would' only suggest this, that it is likely that: 
the official business of today .may end fairly quickly, before one^ 
o’clock. Is it the desire of the. House chat we shoul’d^neet at 3-30 
or shall we go on straight with.the . discussion, of the adjournment 
motion? I leave it for the decision.of the House. ' 

(It. was decided to continue thcn.iliscussioii of the adjournme.nt 
motion after the business for the day was finished-^ 

I. find that the proof copy. of my, speech*else where has 
not ,been got ready yet. and cannot be placed on the table 
of the House now, but I hope to place the s)ieecli to-morrow on the 
table of the Hou.se- As I.took over; an hour ih delivering it and 
indicated pragtica’lly all the. aspects and points of view and gave the 
figures, it might be useful to honourable members to have .a copy 
of the speech for jheir referenced* But I shall summarise that speech 
and give its main features in the remarks that I am now .proposing 
to make- , , : ' 

Firstly, I shall deal with the , subject matter of the adjourn¬ 
ment motion tabled by Mr. Fletolvn', namely, the compulsory sale 
of other kinds of foodstuffs, in..;additio,u,, to rice,. .In 'order that . 
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[President] , . . • 

honourable members may realise the position of this State and the 
critical nature of the juncture in which we find ourselves, some 
figures might be useful. Under the Kharif'^-plan of the GoVern- 
metifc of India, from November 1943 to October 1944,dhe following 
are th'e allotments that have been made to Travancore and Coehin^ 

I sliall give the joint figures and then the figures: for Travancore 
separately. 

I am dealing .with,rice to start with. We have to get from 
Orissiv ufu Madras' 30 thousaiid tons of rice for both the States, of 
which 24 thousand toris are allottable tb Trayancoriii, I 'm.ay 
pause here and point out that we have not yet received any intima¬ 
tion either from the Governmaiit of India or from the Govefnuieut 
of Madras to say that they have accepted this arrangement. Oti 
adcountof the operation df Provincial Autonomy, uiilcss the Pro¬ 
vincial Government agrees to send us, we 'shall not be 'able to gat 
the grains. \Vhether they have consented or have raised any ob- 

C 'ons to the-Government of India, I do not know. There have 
whispers ^that there may . be difficulty with regard to this 
ruatteK, in which case we ghall have tb get the 3-0, thousand tons of 
rice direct from Orissa and not from Midras; The i'arrangeraent 
that has now been entered into tentatively with the Govertiineut of 
India wasas:a result of the representations made by mo at the last 
Food Oonference, when I suggested that Orissa rice . might be 
supplied to "Madras and Madra.s thereupon might supply rice to 
Travancore from the Southern Districts like.Tanjore and Trichinn.. 
poly. The Government of India accepted the suggestion fuid have 
suggested to the Madras Government accordingl_y. That ,:haa • not 
yet become a. fai'taoeumpU. It has not yet been accepted by' the. 
Madras Government, so that we are not sure whether we. shall have • 
to get it direct from .Orissa or may be able to get it .from Madras. 

• Baluchistan has to send '80 thousand ton.s for both the States. 
We get out of this'6,400 tons. [ am glad to say that 400 tons of 
this bive already'arrived. Sind has to .seiid ns 91,000 tons of rice 
of wpich Travanoore’s share is 72,800 tons, and of that 3,772 tons 
alone have arrived. The rest is either at the Port of Karachi’or'pn 
■board various sailing vessels which have been Utilised by the Gov¬ 
ernment for the purpose, I may pause hei‘e for a moment and say 
that it has been very strongly pressed upon the Government ■ of 
India by this Government that as the bulk of our supplies of rice 
has to come from Sind and as the railway communication from ' 
Sind to the south of India is very round about, .and, it will be 
seeahow round about it'is when-I describe'it-—rice from-Karachi or 
Hyderabad has to come to Lahore, from Lahore to Delhi,-from' 
Delhi to Nagpur, from Nagpur to Madras-and from Madras either 
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to Quilon 01 ’ Cochin, and if it goes to Cochin, from Cochin to Tri¬ 
vandrum—it was, contended by this Government that steps should 
be taken for procuring sea-borne crafts. Therewas some considera¬ 
ble difficulty and the difficnlry can easily be imagined because at this 
juncture when the war is on, it is difficult to secure sea;going crafts 
for thilpurpose. The Government of India have e.xtencled the h; full 
co-operation to ns and for reasons which 1 need not detail and which 
must be confidential when the war is on, certain, arrangomeuts have 
been made with the Government of India which have not yet Begun 
to operate.-1 got a letter from the Government of India the day I wfpre 
yesterday. I presume that the arrangements will begin to' operate 
about a iveck from now, and that will mean that the Govcrunient 
of India will help Us in regard to transport- Moreover, we h.ave 
entered in to, arrangements witli the .full cphcurrence of the Goveljn- 
ment of India with a well-knoWn Steam .Ship Company operating 
in the Bombay .coast forgiving some (if their crafts to us. Tbete- 
fore, the rice from Sind-will come by our own boats and crafts, 
boats -and crafts spared by the Government of India and in other ' 
rvays. The result is that we hope that this very large amount -of 
91,000 tons, which is the m6st considerable amount' of single item 
of our, supplies for the coming year, will reach ua quickly getfhi-g ' 
rid of the difficulties of transport which aje very great at the ■ 
present ;moment. :,-As t have already pointed out, out of the SBOGO 
tons, of which we are entitled to 72,800 tons, only 3,772 tons have 
so far arrived. .'..Punjab has to give '8,000 tons of which our quota 
is 6,400 tons, of whichi 5,634 tone have already arrived. Cborg has ■ 
to give us 4,800 tons, Bahawalpur 4,000 tons, and ..Kashmir 1,600- 
tons. The uet result, therefore, is that the Travancore share otrice 
which we can expect from November’1943 up to October 1944''is' 
120,000, tons- Our requirements are in the neighbour hood ; of 
6>00,000 tons, and the utmost that we can ge-t- from - local -SDurce 
even if more strenuous attempts are made in the future and if large- - 
stock-holders are persuaded or somehow ■ made to disgorge their' 
stock, even then the utmost that we caii get is ' between 200, - ' 
and 250 thousand tons. That means,, roughly, 2,30,000 tons are 
our deficit in rice., Therefore-practically one half-of the food in 
rice alone will be available for the coming year. uThat is an ides--- 
capable elementary fact- Either the people of Travancore have to • 
starve or they has'e to familiarise themselves with any food- that ia 
sent from outside. Let me recapitulate the position. According to. 
the statistics of the past year.s, 600,000 tons of food grains are ‘ 
essential for.Travancore. The Government of India have definitely 
s'aid that the maximum .rice that can be given to ’as,for one year' 
until the end of October 1944 is '120,000 tons. Assuming that if 
120000 tons .and our own '250000 tons are added together we - get " 
just half of our rice requirements- 
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[President,] 

Let me go on to the millet.s. Bahawalpur, Khairpur and the 
Punjab have to supply us 18,400 tons, 8,400 tons and 4,000 tons 
respectively of millets, that is. a total'of 24,800 totis-. 

Maize- Bahawalpur, Patiala, Jhind and other Punjab States 
have to supply‘us 5,600 ions and the Punjab 4,000 tons making a 
total of 9,600 tons. 

Then we have various pulse.s B'Om Hyderabad to the exteui of 
8,000 tons ; lO.OOO Lons for both the States. 

We ,will get 4,000 tons of. maize (broken-rice size) from over¬ 
seas, i..L, from Australia and elsewhere. We get 1,6C0 tons of ■ 
barley• from Persian Gulf. We get, 18,658 ton.s of Au.stralian 
wheat. ^ The allotment for both the States is 15,822 tons of which 
12,658 tons haye arrived. Therefore, we have in our hands 12,658 
tons of wheat that has come from Australia for our requirements,; 

The position before the Government, was therefore a very > 
simple one. This Government had to tell the Government of India 
either .that,we wanted nothing except rice, or accept whatever was 
given. It was not without a strusTgle that the latter .alternative was 
acahpted. This Government pointed out three things ; iiv the first 
place that the people of Travancore have, for centuries past, been 
acoustomedyo eat only rice, in one form or other and that it was 
very difficult for, them to accustom to other forms of dietary. It 
was also pointed ouc by me both in personal discus,sion and in the 
course of .d^ate.that they arid the.so-called civilized oountr.ies- like 
England fgundp great difficulty during , the last war, as the 
honpufable: member; Mr. Park would probably know, when they 
laid'down rules for the consumption of brown bread instead of 
white brea'd.; It,practicaUyded.to a revolt.in England and it was 
a matter of very serious complaint and the. Cabinet met, I do not 
know how ofteuj to discuss the question. The result was .that 
brown , bread was , forced down the British throat. Whereas in 
England the .wbite br.ead is only a.secondary article of diet because 
the people there take meat, fish, vegetables and salads, the position 
• in Travancore is quite different. • ; To a man like me,' coming from 
outside, the diet of the .ordinary Travancoreanffias been a standing 
mystery aud ,miracle.People here do not use either milk or ghee. 
They seem .to have .an abhorrence for ghee, both on medical .and 
Ayurvedic grounds.: They do not seem to believe in vegetables.- 
They seem to take either chillies and rice,, or rice and chillies j or 
rifle with oocoanut oil and chillies. Thatibeing the dietary of the 
people of Travancore,, it was rather incomprehensible to people 
living in other parts of India and rather difficult to point out to 
the Government-of India that, there isia.iclassbf people who live on - 
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oocoftiint <1)1,'chilly and I'icp. But still that task was attempted. 
But that was not very successful and 1 shall indicate how and why , 
I have received ii letter.iNo. PA—319, dated the 31stDecem¬ 
ber 1943, from the Government of India, lhat is a,.persoiial letter. 
It reads ; “My dear Sir-Bamaswami Iyer, will you kindly refer 
to y’O'ardetter of the 4th of December”, renclbsed -is-a letter that 
I wrote to the Govermhent of India an extract from a Calcutta 
paper called ‘The Hindusttin Standard’ in which;it,is-said “the un¬ 
fortunate starving people of Bengal are being given ba-jra. What 
are,,we. to do ? Weybave never- eaten bfijra and how are- ,we going 
to eat it?” ‘The Hindustan Standard’ wrote a. leading article 
strongly- condemning the jmlicy ■ of the Government. I wrote 
“Travancore is not the only contumacious or deficit unit in the 
Indian Empire. . Here is Bengal also which has got a liking for rice 
and a dislike for other'things. May I bring it to the notice of the 
Government of India”. This is the,answer I got to that letter ; 
Will you kindly refer.regarding the complaint about the in¬ 

conveniences caused by the alio tment of bajra.along with rice for 
Bengal. I regret-the delay in replying to ,it, but I have been 
anxious to carry out a comprehensive review of our resources of 
rice, 'and of what more we could give you before dealing with the 
vexed question of substitute .groins. I also wanted to ' study 
Hanoe’s report ” 

The Director-Geu'eral of Medical "Services ofThdia w<as sent by His 
Excellency the Viceroy to s’tiryey'the food situation in 'I'ravancorc 
and Cochin. He came here,’and .-his comiiig here was very** timely. 
Just about tint time we had i-eceived wheat flour which was not- 
only nor, fir. for human consumption, but was unfit, for cattle con¬ 
sumption also. I placed that .. .'whe^t, flour before the Director- 
General of Medical Services and .suggested that if he tried it,-lie 
might perhaps revise;'.his opinion' about the allotiiiehts that w.ere 
made.; He rather agreed'Tith us. ou .that ai.attbr, apd; .an improve¬ 
ment iii. the situation,'maybe eApec:ted. . 'T. .dyaBt honourable 
members to pay special attention to .the followiugtsentences ;— 

“We are aware that Travancore and Coohin have ''repeatedly asked for 
a larger allotment of rice than millets and if we have not been 
able to give more rice to Travancore that is because the resouraefl 
at our disposal have not permitted us to do BO. • The position a» 
^ye see it ha.s been Eotoiit in our affioiaMetter 'to', you of the Slst 
December and I cannot do better than to.anolose'a copy of it. It 
' seems to us that the sooner Travancore and Cochin face the facts 
' that at best they are unlikely to get, more than'-abo'ut 40 per cent, 
*of their requirements in-I'ioO'and'that' they must-use substitute 
fobdgrains in an increasing measure, the'better: ' Indeed if the 
presen' scarcity results in some change in 'Iihe diMery habits ofthe 
’ people of 'fravanoore and Cochin as a permanent measure, it wiH 

have oonfetred some lasting benefit, ” '■ 
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The foi’ffliil lettel' is as follows ;— 

‘tAs nearly as April 1943, a circular letter was issued by the Govern¬ 
ment b£ India to the principal rice-consuming areas in the country 
drawing their attention to the fact that, there was little or no likeli- 
: hopd of covering the rice deficit, at least .during the war, by 
imports from .other sources, and the chief rice-consuming areas 
. were therefore, asked to take steps to increase their consumption 
of their cereals. The normal deficit of Xravancore .and Cochin in 
’ lice is 450,000 tons a year”.

rheiB. is, therefore, an.apporeht deficit of about 190,000 tons. The 
Qovemmeiit of India are aware that the demand of Travancorc and 
Cochin is chiefly for rice and will do whatever they can to inoreasa 
the present rice allotments to the States. On present "indicationa 
the best that oan be hoped for is an additional quota of about 
20,000,.to 40,000 tons-which will reduce,ti'e.defioit to 1,.60,000 to 
l,7bj000;tons. This fact that there is . a, deficit of the order of 
1,50,OOU tons, jvhich cannot be supplied in rice, mriBt bo laced by 
the St^t'e Government and the.people made acquainted with the 
Poeitjon.so that they may realise that they will have to go without 
the'fulinmount of grain that is needed unless they are prepared 
.. to eat. su bs titute.;food grains instead.of .rice.' There is, of course., 
■; considerable Prejudice to..be overcome. .People are inoHned to be 
■ very conservative In the matter of food a»d, to a certain extent, are 
prepared fe .go ove'nwith less than the amount necessary instead of 
meeting.the deficiency biytaking, unfamiliar foodgrainfl, 'Ihie- 
prejudice musthowever, be overcome and every efi'ort mode to 
ensure that suhstitute foodgralns sre brought in.to' cohsumption 
more and more. , ■, 
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The Direotoi-General of tlia Indi an Medical Service lias recently Msited 
the States of Tiavanoow and Cochin andJiaaMoordad his impres¬ 
sions which show that if progressive deterioration in the health of 
the inhabitants of Travaiioore and Cochin is to bo avoided, a 
change in the dieting system is imperative. While it is deplorable 
from the Point of view of administration that foodgrains of a kind 
which People want are not available insufficient quantities, it is 
not BO regi^ttablo from that of nutrition, ainco it means that 
people will b,o turning from rioo to another grain superior iu 
nutritive value and, will, tlieroiora, be getting nearer to a 
balanced diet. 

.i.The figures given in paragraph 2 of thislettor will show 

that On the supplies already arrangod, or .likeJy to bo arranged 
' shortly, Travanoore and Cochin (ire in deficit to the extent of about 

1,60,000 tons, On. iireeent ox.viectaUons it is iinpossible to meet 
any portion of this deficit in rice but there Js a good prospect of 
further supplies of wheat, millets, haire and gram being made 
available. Before niaking an actual aliotu,out the Govornmont of 
India would like to knovr further quimtitios of tlieao foodgraiua 
the Travancoro and Cochin Gove-rnmonts would like to be allotted 
to'them, keeping iinnind the .tacts |.h,at tlifile j:oodgT;i.ins are richer 
in protein content thiin rioo, that fairly largo siippHos can. be 
allotted immediately, that more vice i» not likely to bo available 
and that the allorhntive, if the supplies of tliosc grains arc refused, 
is that the health of the people of Travanoore and Cochin is likely 
to deteriorate further. ” 

That was the letter 1 received. Then., whou the ' Groveriimcnt 
of India was again pressed in the matter, joaterday or tho dey before 
I received a telegram I'rom the Food iJoparthient to this etfeot 
“We are perfectly prepared If you will waive your claim io inillots aud 
pulees, but wo do rot guarantee any repladementfiof the supply. 


That was the telegram wo received. Wc cannot do without 
foodgraias from outside and the obvious answer is that if you do 
not send rice .please send these millets wbiefi 'are' lit for huipan 
consumption. ’ That is the position so far as alternaiive' grains are 
concerned, and so far us outside resources' go. ' ■ 

Now, I shall turn to the interna] resaurcus' of the’ Stale ; but 
before doing so, u certain amount of iiiiaucial informa'tion would be 
necessary and useful. Government have Invea’tod till the end of 
Yrischigom 1119 a sum of Rs. 650'lJ’'iakhiS oh the purchase of 
foodgrams, agai)i8t which the total receipts bj’ sales amounted to 
Rs. d6ii-95 lakhs, leaving a balance of Rs. 287-^2 lakhs to be 
accounted for on the 1st of Dhanu 1119. As regards local paddy 
we have purchased for Rs. 90'6<S lakhs and have realised 53’34 
lakhs. The balance therefore to be realised is 37'34 lakhs. On 
irhports from outside we Hava invested 'Rs. ooh'ith lakhs and 
realised Rs. 309’&1 lakhs leaving a hilance of Rs. 24.ffiSS lakhs- Iij 
total we have to realise Rs.' 287'22 lakfag, '

Now whore do we stand so far as the stock here is concerned. 
I shall presently place the figures before you. We find that not¬ 
withstanding our best efforts, not rnore than 50 per cent of the total 
amount that was expected in paddy and rice has been collected froih 
the State.' And this is notwithsteinding control orders and a very 
large establishment charged with this duty. Let me read those 
figures : 

“For one year 'from the middle of Dhanu 1119, i. e., for the 
year 1945, iGovermnent expected to purchase a quantity of one 
orore of paras of paddy on quota and excess bases from land holders 
o.nd cultivators in the State for equitable distribution and to ease 
the food situation. Due to failure of crops anti other reason.?, the' 
avhole of the anticipated quantity could not be purchased. The 
quantity purchased till the middle of Dlianu 1119 ttiU the end of 
December 1943} is only 56,36,iJ21 paras. For the year beginning' 
from January 1944, it is estimated that a quantity of one and a 
quarter crores of paras of paddy can be pnreUased on behalf of 
(iove.mment. It is hoped that, as a consequence of the enliance- 
roenc of the price of paddy to 13, He. 1-8-0. better arrangement 
for purthase, detection of illicit transport and secret hoardings 
and greater co«operation from the public as a result of the introduc¬ 
tion of State-wide Rationing, not less than 80 per cent of the 
anticipated quantity could be purchased during the year 1944. 

Now, what is the lesson to be drawn from this state of things? 
The first pqint is that we cannot keep things going unless 
there is very active support and encouragement ,,by the 
Government of India. The support of the Government of India, 
if it has to be implemented and brought into practice, inypives 
three things. .Firstly, control to be exercised by the Government 
of India over all the surplus Provinces and an equal and reciprocal 
co-operation on the part of the deficit Provinces and States which 
have to make the utmost possible efforts to tighten their belts and 
lessen their margins. The Government of Lidia have their own 
difficulties in imposing any uniform policy and carrying it out in 
respect of the whole of India. There are many currents and cross¬ 
currents, political and otherwise, it has been the duty, as it,has 
been the habit, of the representative of this Government to instet 
in season and out of seasoa—that India,, .cannot be ^ regarded 
ii8 two or twenty units in the matter of social or economic 





development. Whether it can be regarded so, for political reaeona 
ia quite a different matter. Political developments are nothing in 
comparison'witK'social and economic improvements. What I have 
insisted is that there must be a central direction and control at 
Delhi, an authority, composite or single, which will give orders to 
every single unit 'which that unit at the peril of extinction must 
carry out’s and at this when the representative of a State in 
India got lip' and said that the autonomous nature of the Indian 
,Sfates''or the Suvereiguty of the Indian States might be affected, 

I said that any Indian State which did not agree to such a measure 
of control £or'’the good of India as a whole, might be deposed and 
annihilated straightaway. That is my definite opinion and I say if 
any Indian State w'hich has an abundance,of supply docs not agree 
to ffive olit of its abundance to other Indian States or units, that 
Indian State has no right to exist. Ihave_said that and I eay it 
now, and I hope tliat my words will be carried outside this Cham¬ 
ber. Haviiie said that, nevertheless, we find many difflciilties. 
It is to the glory of Field Marshal Wavell, after he became the 
Viceroy of India,.that he insisted upon the surplus Provinces, Sind 
and the Punjab, to come to some kind of arrangements in this 
matter. He'has succeeded and I am glad to say that the situation 
has thereby eased. This is the first point. 

The second point that the Government have not been able to 
bring into oneration is the question of price control. What is the 
good of sending rice from Kashmir and. asking us to pay two and , 
a half - or three times ' the local price ? What happens today is 
that we buy at different rates from different administrations, from 
Smd, from the Punjab, from Bahawalpur, from Bhopal, from the 
Persfiiu Gulf or Orissa. In every one of these places the price ia 
different. Not only are the prices different, but the trausjiort 
charges vary considerably. What is the Government to do ? The 
Government cannot fix prices straightaway, because they do not 
know what rates should be charged from time to time. Day after 
diiv, we get telegrams that the price today is so and so, that “You 
will have-to pay this price which we have paid for the consignment 
you have ordered and we have despatched, but which have 
not reached you”. So. we have to accede to every reijuest, to 
every demand bv any Provincial Government which fjxes separat'e 
nrices and charges those prices from time to time. Therefore it 
has hecn'very 'stronsrly emphasised and put to the Goveniment’of 
India that a Priiie Control Scheme for the whole of India is essen¬ 
tial,’ I am glad to say that quite recently there W'as a Price Cont¬ 
rol 'Board representative of the Northern Provinces and as it 
apnears from semi-official agencies, appirently, this conference has 
led to the result that the Government of India have made up their 
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ainds to fix eeiling,prices., in other words, the:basic price’ of 
wheat or rice will be so much either . for the, whole of India or, as 
was .put to them .as an alternative, for a particukr region. It may 
be that the Punjab m.iy-differ from Bihar or the .Central Provinces 
region. At least, it was contended before the Government of India 
that separate price levels, fairly „ stable over a definite period, may 
bs fixed. Evidently, rhat will be carried out and we are hoping to 
get an amiouucemeiit regnrding price control .and the fixation of 
the.eeiling prices in the course of today or- tomorrow. That is so' 
far as price control is eoncerned- 

The three elements that ought to be considered in the matter 
of procurement and distribution of the foodstuffs are, first, the 
variety of grain, second, the quantity of grain', and third, price 
control. Over and above all that is the question of transport. 

. ihis IS what may be called the basic food position; of the. country. 

Now in the other adjournment motion also the question of inade- 
qfiate supplies of rice and difficulties of'trantport have been raised. 

■ So far as the difficulties of transport are conce'rned, th6 difficulties 
, will be much greater in about a month from now than at present, 
because the whole of the railway system will essentialy and necessarily 
be concentrated in the north-east -of India, For, whatever else is 
cei’tain, this is certain, namely, that before the monsoon, there will 
be an invasion programme of the Government of India with regard 
to' Burma nnd the outlying tracts. In pursilince of that invasion 
programme, materials have to be rushed from every part of India 
and from everyqkrtmf the world to the north-east of India.'! ■'That 
being so, wamannotioasily expect any ininrovement in thq railway 
sitnation, and therefore although Sir. Edward Benthall, an old 
and valued friend of mine, has been always assuring me that ,he .is 
giving priority in the matter ofimovemeut of food grains, we. could 
not expect quick transport due to eircuinstances beyond hi? control. 
Therefore, we have bean thrown back upon' our resources,, and this 
Government had necessarily to iinplerasnt their programme,' which 
when it was announced was not wholly ' taken seriously, namely, 
that not only now but for the future transport, Trayancore. would’ 
have to depend upon, coastal navigation, initiated, by, Travancore . 
with sufficient facib.ties in regard-to the ocean-rgbing traffic^. It was 
from'that poipt of view that the Government, of Travancore has 
entered into arrangements for the floatation of a Steam Navigation 
Company, with a capital of a crore of rupees, of, which the State . 
would be taking up 51 lukhs, and for, one year, the Dewan of 
Travancore has a.greed to be.-'the Chairman of the Company. That 
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Company will be charged with the duty of coastal navigation and 
of sea-going shipping, and it is expected that in the course of the 
next few weeks, a public announcement calling for shares will be 
forthcoming. The problem of transport- i.s not .a short-term pro¬ 
blem- This problem is going to last, as I said elsewhere and have 
to repeat it fiere, for 6, 7 or 8 years. And the programmes we 
have to charge our,selves with are profft-.-nTiines dealing with the 
intensification.of cultivation, .dealing with the extension of eultiva- 
tion, dealing with industrialisation of the: country, in order to get 
enough monev to buy food from outside, which are no lon.g'(ir pim- 
grammes dealing with the luxuries of the moinaiit but with tin- 
necessities of the futui'e. This is all I desire to say upon the food 
situation now. ,

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President: Order, order. There is one matter ' vfhich I 
hope the honourable members will: give me this opjjortnnity to add 
to my observations. In regard to the Pnnja cultivation we made 
certain attempts to get down diesel oil in conjunction with the 
companies that are distributing the oil. This was done by mutual 
arrangement between these Corapauies and certain prominent men in 
a particular locality, and T find now that most serious charges are 
being levelled in reputable newspapers of the State, <against these 
agents. A piirticnlar newspaper through its Alleppey correspon¬ 
dent, says that the oil is first sold to influential agriculturists, who 
sell it in the black market at the high rate of 60 rupees per tiiij so 
that the agriculturists as a wholt! are luit to much difficulty. The 
point which I ^vunted to make and which I failed to make by over¬ 
sight was tliis. Ill the vaattor of procurement of more food 
and in, other niiittcrs 'Government have to rely very largely 
upon non-official help and official help. iSo far as officials are con¬ 
cerned, Govarmneni’s policy has been that they will take every 
official lo be full of the, sentiment of duty and 103,'alty to the 
Sovereign and this country. But if any back-sliding is brought 
to the notice of Governfdent, they have no hesitation to deal 
with it- I must say, notwithstanding certain number of 
charges that have been proved, the services have generally stood 
firmly and well. As - regards the uon-officki agency, if allsgation 
of that kind goes unchallenged, tlien the confidence reposed not 
only by the Government but by the people will be shaken and the • 
whole system will break down. Therefore when charges are made 
I take it that it will be the duty of the persons referred tp, to pro¬ 
secute and thereby vindicate their reputation. ' -! am making an 
appeal to the non-offioial agency that wherever charges are made 
directly or indirectly they should take it as their duty—and 
Government will extend to them the necessary legal help—'to refute 
those charges. We cannot have charges taade and left unanswered,

Mr. C. P. Qopala Panicker : Sir, I beg to move that 
Government be granted a sum of Rs, 1.230 under Demand 
XXIV—Medical, for the appointment of Lay Secretary for the 
General Hospital, Ophthalmic Hospital and the Medical Stores, 
Trivandrum, 

At present, the General Hospital, the Ophthalmic Hospital 
and the Medical Stores are in charge of medical officers, and these 
officers, in addition to their professional duties, have to attend to 
many non.profe.ssiona! duties also, such as checMng of registers, etc. 
I shall presently explain what I mean. For instance, if a bed head 
ticket of ration is issued to a particular patient, the Medical Officer 
usually ha.s to check several registers properly aiid carefully, with 
a view to seeing whether the ration has actually been issued to the 
patients', Othei-wi.se, there -will be wastage alid leakage. The offi¬ 
cer has got to check that ticket with the daily list of rations, then 
with the ration regi rtor ami then again with the stock Register 
and so on. Similar is the oa,se in the matter of the issue of medi- 
ciues also. The officer has to check the figures with the vouchers 
and invoices and see th.at the supplies are entered in the stock 
register and then compare them with the entries in the issue register 
and later on with the stock register and oo on. 

Another item of work that the medical officer has tp attend to 
s in regard to the income'from the X-ray and radium treatment. 
He has to see that such incomes are properly entered in the re¬ 
gister. Again the pay-ward register.s have also to be checked and 
tnsdntiiiued. All these registers and accounts cannot be expected 
to be checked by the medical officer in addition to his professional 
' duties. In order, therefore, lo give him some relief, it is proposed 
to give him an assistant who has o.vporience in account matters. 
This new arrungemeat has beeij found successful in Madras and 
Mysore, and so it is propc/sed to adopt this scheme here also as a 
temporary measure to see whether it, would work properly.

shortage over stationery materials required in larger numbers 
for the iucraaaed activities of the Registration Dopartmuut, 
the Anchal Department, etc. Therefore Government h.'ul to make 
special arrangements with the Government of India for tlie uupiily 
of special paper for these purposes. These demands have increased 
to the extent of Rs. 4 lakhs on that account. When these m.ateriala 
arrive here, we must be in a position to meet the bills without any 
delay. . This provisioa is therefore very necessary. 

Further, members are already aware that, early this year, an 
unexpected activity had to be taken up by Government by the manu¬ 
facture of standard note books. An extva expenditure to the 
extent of Es.

Sir, the repair section has been now in existence for about 3^- 
years as an auxiliary to the Stores Purchase , Committee activitie,s. 
Its function is largely in the directi,oh of reconditioning scientific 
equipment and other delicate materials of government which fall 
into disorder. In the normal course of things, this department 
exists as a service organisation. These are days when the price of 
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scientific materials has gone up very high and '.=o it is cheaper to 
have the repairs done locally. By effecting such repairs, there is 
considerable saving as new purchase at high rate.s is avoided. The 
department is self-supporting so to say. Therefore, Government 
have felt the need to continue this repair section for .another six 
months. At present, the present sanction is only for the first six 
months of the current year. , Therefore, 1 move tor thecondnaacce 
of this department for the next six mouths as well.

Q. Narayana Alyar > Kite 5s the chief or main article 
of food’ for everybody in Travaticorii including the beggar,'the 
coolv and the wanderer. In many places in India, especially Sou¬ 
thern India, the coolies and lower class people live only on camto 
.ser I'cora lind do not tinke rice at all and rice is conauined oiily by 
others. The earning capacity oh an average Travancorean is also 
-very poor when compared with that of people elaewhere, ' ilo sub¬ 
stitute for rice was ever thought of in Travaucore even'by the 
poorest of the poor. ; 

In Tvavanoore, produotiou of paddy depends entirely upon 
seasonal conditions. We have very few irrigatloua! facilities e.vcopt 
for South Travancore. In the rice produeing contre in Central 
Ttavancore we often hear of breaking of bunds (asalWmi) of large 
areas of land under cultivation and the liind.s flooded and eropa 
complefely destroyed. To add to this misery, the Periyar Dam is 
being opened by the Madras Government in season and o\it of sea- 
'son inimdating and flooding large areiis of lands under paddy la-ops 
tn the taluks ofi Muvatlupuzha, Kuniithunad and Parnr. 'I’hia has 
become a grievance of frequent oconrrcrice. Thousands and thou- 
.sands of acres of lan.l under paddy cultivation under full crops are 
being' thus damaged every year. It may be ])0S8ib!e if th« land 
owners whose crops arc tlnis damaged by the ojjening of the Peri¬ 
yar Dam at untimely seasons sue the 'Madras Government to re¬ 
cover.damages for sneh Ibss. 

It is goticraliy said th.at Travancore is able to produce 40 per 
cent, of our food products. I even doubt the correctness of th.at 
stateirumt. That statement may be cori'ect Tjuder very normal 
seasonal conditions and where therp are no floods or flooding. That 
aspcoi: has also to b« considered. 

The conditions of starvation in Travancore are different from 
tho.se ro])ortoid from Bengal. Starvation is greater in Travancore, 
though there is le.ss .advertisement. I know of cases, in Coastal 
areas in the Parur talnk where, finding it impossible to get rice, the 
poor live npon cocnannt pnnnac and kanji water. It is the nioat 
unhealthiest of food. They get ii.'uty diseases soon and die of diseases 
of which .statistics are nod published ui our papers. TriWitnebreaus 
are not accustomed to' advertising in such matters and are prepared to 
put up with everything because of their submissive temperament.' 

I understand tliat the ration of rice allowed.ontside Travancore 
,in BritishTuclia say Madras and other places is far higher than the 
ratiomnow in force in Travancore. 50 per cent, of the population 
•are miserably under fed-though they do not die in numbers, they are 
more moving skeletons, 'worse than to dying men. The malnutrition 
is very acute and calls for immediate tackling. Outside Travancore 
Vol. XXIIl.No, 1. 
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not only ration o£ rice on a larger scale is allowed but the rice pro¬ 
ducers are allowed to retain very large, quantities, with them and a 
small- portion of paddy alone is taken from them for ration purposes. 
But,:; Sir, the condition in Travancore is very difterent under,the 
.gsistitig orders. Even, the nee producer and the land owner,are 
not allowed to retain as much as they w.ant for their actual food,,not 
to apeak of the other inevitable necessities. The producer as -well as 
the agriculturists are directed bv the standing orders to consume 
only a smaller quantity of nee and the rest is taken away 
. for. purpose.? of rationing to the non-producer. This wdl certainly 
be a set back for further cultivation, f understand under the exist¬ 
ing rationing rules, in some places ui Entish Imlia, the people are 
able to save souie quantity out of the rfitioncd rice and oblige hia 
dependents and relatives in oa.se of iiecc-ssity, To have two grades 
of rationing of foodstuffs, a low rate m Travancore alone and a 
higher rate outside Travancore is very regrettable. When it is 
clear that the contribution of Travancore tovrards War purposes in 
men, money and thing.s i.s far m excess of our canaoity, to treat 
Travancorean.s on a-very low .scale 111 the matter of food siqiplyis 
neither justifiable nor proper. 

.1 would therefore request that vou, Sir, will kindly bring to 
the notice of the Central Government wliere yuu will be going very 
shortly, the unplesaut-and in.equuabJe attitude taken tciwads Tra. 
vancore in the matter of food supply. I would further suggest 
that the whole of India should be talceii as one unit in the matter 
of food supphf and rationing. , Let a oeu.scs of all nee consumers as 
well as the total production of rice lu the whole of India be taken 
and treated as a single unit and the tvliolc rice be distnljuted in due 
'proportion to the actual necessity or a umionii rate of rationing be 
fixed:for air persons throughout the whole of India including 
Travancore. I again appeal to you, Sir, tliat you wilt kindly as stron¬ 
gly represent .and stress these facts before the authorities at New 
Delhi.and redress our grievances in the matter of shortage of rice 
supply. 

President : Departing from the previous idea of having a 
joint meeting the reason why the two. House.? of the Legislature 
have met separately is this. I will be enabled to take the reports, 
of the proceedings of the two Houses during my trip to Delhi. 

Mr. Q. Narayana Aiyar : About the supply of bajra and 
wheat I do not sa.y that bajra and wheat should not be distributed,, 
but the quantity that the, poor, the cooly, are compelled to purchase 
be further reduced. First, of all, they do not know how to prepare ‘ 
food With those articles. Then, they go in for purchases after the 
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day’s work is-over i. c., late in the evening. Bajra requires greater 
care in husking. They cannot find either the convenience or the 
time for it. What tiiey generally, now do is this. Due to the 
corapulsion. to purchase Uajra and wheat along with rice or paddy 
they purchase bajra and wheat from the merchants also paying the 
prscribed price and sell back .the same to him at a loss, go much so, 
that, if you go to a merchant wdthout ratiou card or (:o a ]ioor ration 
card holder who has purchased bajra or wheal ,^ you can piirchase 
bajra and wheat at a Josser price t.hau what is fixed by the (Tovorn- 
meut. The question’' of cooly labour lias becqinc vcrji’ dilHcuU. 
Coolies are not prepared to work unless tliey arc given rice diiit jis 
tfaair noon meal. Any increases in wages do not satisfy (hem. The 
eooly who was being paid three and four annas jicr rlioin, is now 
being paid Re. T|. Even wiTi that payment lie is not iirepared to 
work without noon da.y rioa meal, JJ: meals are noi' BUjiijilied ho will 
be wasting time and may not he able to dn any substantial work 
with his empty stisniach. Me is afraid of bajra or wheal, diet. Cooly 
labour is necossary not only for agi’icuituris.'s but loi. all Iioukci-. 
If this deplorable state of food pf-oblem is to ( ondnue any fiirtlic.r it 
is possible thar, seriems and anploasani things may tala; place biTore. 
long. 

Then as regal ds the transport dillicultie.s the unsympiithotic 
attitude of the Madras Government is very regretal'lc. As you have 
rightly remarked, if thc.iVhidras GOTh'nraeut would kindly siqiply 
us our quota from phices nearer Travancors and recoup from our 
quota in Orissa and oilier placi* bordering on Madi’as Tresidency, 
tbat will be a source of raiief to us. The ccsi. of U-ans[iort is very 
great and adds to the price of rice which becomes a burden to the 
people. .If for all the damages the Hfudras Gover.in.iiunt are causing 
the Travancoreaiis by i he untimely opening of the Fcriyar Dam and 
flooding and destroying our paddy crop jmd their uiisympathctic 
attitude, they will have the kindness to necept the adjustment stated 
above, we shall be very thankful to them. I request you, hir, l.o 
inform the Madras Government, through the Government of India, 
of our long standing grievances and their unBympathoi.ic,' a.tlitude. 

. President ; I am glad to say that, just now' a statement has 
been made by Major General Stewart Brakes from Calcutta. Ha 
says “As far as food is concerned, for the time being, there is not 
shortage in Bengal. This is due to the harvesting of a new crop.” 
This would enable us perhaps—I am saying perhaps to sgy that now 
that Bengal does not need any further help,, all the rice available in 
the rest of India might be concentrated to Travanoore and" Cochin, 
It is just possible. ‘ , 
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Mr. Q. Narayana Aiyar : Thou<;h it does not nome stric¬ 
tly -fflthin the limits oi thi.s motion, since no other ocension arises, 
I may be permitted to bring to the notice o£ Government another 
fact in this connection. In the matter of distribution of food.stuffs 
fortnightly to the talnks of Kunnathunad, Parnr, etc., there! apjtears 
to be sonic confusion and difficulty. It appears that quotas :i.rc 
fixed by inithorities without properly asci'rlnining whcthcl?' stocks of 
variolas commodities are available in the store. The wliolesalc 
'dealer is laskcd by the local authorities as sc>on as he gets his 
fortnightlv allotment to deposit the whole price of such commodities 
in the treasury. The whole-.sale dealer dopo.sits the iimoutit and 
wlien he goes to tlic Store, he is told that all the commodities have 
no*t arrived and that he can take delivery of wlmtever i,s :u’ailablc 
there. The price of commodities which he then purchases amennis in, 
mo.st cases to only half the amount deposited. The balance amount 
lies idle at the treasury. When he. goes to the .store next iIiiig 
after a further dtiposit under the directions of the tnli,\k aiith<iritic.s 
there also he meets with difficulties for taking the next fortnightly 
allotmeji t, the very same fate. Thus large amouufcs are deposited 
in treasuries uselessly. Such, large amounts lying idle.are not 
allowed to bo u-serl towards further deposits. The whole-sale 
merchant loses much and there is a tendency for such people to 
withdraw from the business. That is re.all y bard .'ind has to be 
properly provided for. With these feiv words 1 eommond the motion 
■for the cdri.sideration of the House and Government. 

Mr. James Fletcher : By facts and figures you have, Sir, 
convinced this House that it is not possible to get all the rice, that 
IB required for Travancore from outside. And that either we shall 
have to go without rice or in the place of the deficit rice we have to 
use millets, maize, and other food grains which are now being 
supplied to u.s. I want to bring to the notice of this House the fact 
that, as seen all oinir the World, people are conservative as to their 
food; and Travancoroans find it difficult to adjust themselves to the 
new food grains. Take for example bajra. Most of the people, 
not know how' to cook that into food. I know of cases, especially 
among the people on the coastal side, where they purchase bajra 
along with the other grains, take it home, wash it in water, and then 
.straightaway boil it and eat it. The result is they contract 
dysentery or diarrhea. And then from that day fearing th.ey would 
get ill they avoid .touching bajra. That is^being seen everywhere 
. President Is there the same prejudice against wheat? 

; Mr,’iatnes Fietilher :. ,Eyen wifh regard to wheat it has to' 
]|e broken.,,.,..,. 
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Mr. James Fletcher : Mio;ht be. But tlmt is not :in 
important point. Some jieople rau}- plant cLani. But wIimI, 1 am 
trying to point out is this. We should have sonu; iiropagiuida in 
the matter. Wo should have somebody to tench thoHo ]>eo{)le how 
to cook bajra properly. The other day I was talking to some, 
people from British India. They said it is an oxcoUciii thing to be 
ufied as food.

there is an organisation called the Tea Market Evpanaion Board,

tiations betweeh the Ti'avancore Government and the local I'epi'cs- 
entative of the Tea Market Expansion Board they have Idndly 
consented to cook bajra, wheat and other graiu.s and .convert tliciu 
into various dishes and distribute at nominal rates. I have fixed 
the industrial centres as their first Venues in Travancore. Iji 
T rivandrum they have establishecl their depot near the itiibbor 
Factory and in Alleppey near the Coir Factory. They arc selling 
these things to the factory labourers and other labourers at nominal 
rates. I shall also, in response to what has fallen from the 
honourable member, request them to spare the services of a, few of 
their people to go round explaining the method of cooking bajra 
and other grains, i 

Mr. James Fletcher : I thank you Sir. The difficulty is 
this. These ignorant people on the coastal side must bo given 
instructions not only on the theoretical side but on the practical 
aide also, Spmeboiiy shall go there and sec that the food is cooked 
in the proper manner and distributed.. An(i I may also suggest—-I 
do not know how far it maybe approved, that our student popular 
tion, girl students or boy students, may go to these places and get 
instructions. 

.1 Mr. M. Govindan : Shall '■^e then have cookery ciassea 
introduced in the Colleges ?

I am sure that 
so far as the working classes, the Pulayag and the Fishing folks 
arc conceiMiud, they would gladly purchase whatever is cooked in a 
common kitchen and take it to their houses. As ordinarily these 
coolies and labourers have, to bo in their., work spots till evening, this 
arrangement will bo helpful. " 

President : Order, Order. Does nut (.he. honourable mem¬ 
ber think lhatthi.s would he an excellent waj'fu which local enter- 
prise may manifest itself. In other words, if for instance iu any 
particular locality a co-opjerativo society or a grouji of poeople coihe 
together for, this purj)osc, then I am sure Government will be too 
glad to give them the necessary facilities and instruct the Te.a Mar¬ 
ket Expansicni Board to help them. Government will |>ay a few 
people to make those p)reparations. But Government cannot pos¬ 
sibly undertake to opjen c<3inmon kitchens and to distribute: the food 
and ask the revenue.officers to attend to these.fllsoi

It is perfectly true that 
if a man takes soya, bean as. he would take rice, it is very dangerous. 
Soya-bean has to.be actually kept in moisture uni.il the sprout 
begins to show itself and if use d then, it rvill prove to be 
as po^pular here as it has-proved to be in China, J.ajian and in parts 
of Siberia..-,. But these grains do require treatment in different 
ways.

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President ; Practically in the whole of the United Provin¬ 
ces and tile Ceded Districts of the Madras Presidency, bajra is 
preferred to rice by everybody and that is what sustains most 
people ill those places. In the Madras Presidency until about 20 
years ago, Icamhoo which is not very different-from bajara was the 
miiiu source of sustenance of the ordinary labourer. Kanjee . tyas 
made out of kamboo. It is only quite recently that Burma rice 
lieeame fashionable and they gave up kamboo. 

Mr. James Fletcher: I wish that our people may be 
acqiiaiuted with the use of these grains. At present, there are 
cases ill which peojile do not want to purchase the ration articles 
because they are forced -to buy things which they do not want, 
Some of these jieople make use of the rice alone and sell out the 
millets because hoy do not know how to use them. Therefore 
those persons wbo are interested in the sale of tea if they know 
how to cook these food grains, may be asked, to go to various 
places -

Mr. t. W, U. Park : Sir, after hearing the very lucid ex¬ 
planation from the Chair of the food situation In the Stated and 
-the herculean efforts made by Governniom to improve it, .1 alp: sur¬ 
prised that the adjournment motion w'as not withdrawn as it serves 
very little purpose, Although I am n;U- in close touch with the 
feeling in the country as a whole I do know how we arc affected on 
estates and it is therefore only proper that I should say what wc 
feel about it. In the fir^t place, we have found Government to. have 
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been vury syni.|)al',hBlie in unaerstanding our diflSculties iii the 
procureiuen t of the supply of food for our lalx)ur. I'hey have 
always done whatever they could do themselves. More than that 
they have permitted us to make special representations of oui* own 
to the Central (Tovernment, on the principle that food coming into 
the country,for 'whomsoever it was intended was also for the good 
of the State. Asa result of (hat we have secured special quotas 
from tinjc to time, .1 do not know whether that led to any heart¬ 
burning in any other quafter. I hopci'not. 1 can assure the Housoi 
that fond for laboiirera is most strictly rationed. 

Another point I would like to mention is the difficulty alluded 
tobyotiieruieraber.s in getting ourselves accustomed to foods other 
than rice. At one time only one third of the total food issued was 
given to us in the form of rice. The balance was made up of tapioca, 
pulses, cholam, maiKC etc. Our labourers started to leavens and the 
position was rapidly becoinhig worse. Howevu r there has been some 
improvemeuimn the reoruitment of labour who can be acou.stonied’ 
to a ifiixed ration if it consists of .at least two-thirds of rice; at 
pre,«ont it i.s little more than half. We have a quota for January 
and ltebrua.rv. .1 understand that the Government of Travancore 
has been asked to lend ns in advance'the. food for January'aiid 
February. Only one quarter ;o£ that quota, I am afraid,.will be

Mr. T.;-W. U. Park- We shhll be very happy lo have- 
thal;. Other members referred to husultability of bajra and otlier 
grains. We have no great difficulty in using bajra. it is largely 
a question of propaganda ami pressure. It seems to suit us fairly ' 
vyell. 1 think this House should, he perfectly .satisfied to leave the 
question of food j)rocaroment in the hand.s of the Govonuiierit. All 
the steps (nkim by GoV(.'rnmcnt ha\'e'beeu p.ursued Whh (he utmost 
kceness often in the face of bittpr disappointment.' ,1 am very 
heartened to learn I'hat dried milk powder from South-Africa uuH 
bo imported 'into India and' made availablc to Travancoiv. 1 hopn il 
will be possible for estates t6 obt.ain a small proportion for the u.se 
of expectant and nursing mothers. I associate myself with membara 
who have spoken on the difficulties of the food-ffituafioii. But l am 
convinced that the'Government are doing everything jio.ssible; 

Mr. K* M, Kesavan ; Sir, it 'is very consoling to learr/ that 
Bengal had a very rich .harvest recently. This gives ,us the hope 
that we can have more qvuintities of rice apd other food stuffs. 
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President : This gives us the hope that we can only ask for 
ijiir requLi’ements. 

Mr. K. M. Kesavan : Yes, Sir. without asking we cannot 
get anything. Even, in spite of asking, 1 fear whether we will be 
able to get all that we require. There was a time when there was 
no fear of war or .even when there was fear of a war coining on, we 
thought-that the supreme Government would be able to maintain 
peace and tranquillity among us and give ns food stuffs. But now 
we are tuniiiigall the present available ai aWe lands in 'travaucore 
into rich plantations which ultiniately help the carrying on of the 
war. I refer to the Tea and Rubber cultivatioii- - Sir, tins is a. vei-y 
strong ground on which we can request help from the Government 
of India. « 

President : I may say that on the general basis of our 
request the Government of India is entirely with us. I do not want 
that there should be any wrong impression as to the attitude of the 
-Government of India. ' In order that there might be a clarification 
of the issue, I may say this, that the Government of India stre 
convinced of our war work, the recruitment of men from Tr,avi,in- 
core to the actual fighting services which is greater than that of 
. almost any other State or comparable unit in India, of-the service 
of out-own battalions, the service of our technical staff, the service 
of our labour corps, llic supply of tea and rubber, jiepjier and ginger 
and similar commodities. All these are (juite ivorthy and notice- 
able services rundered to the Jiritish Commonwealth and the Govern¬ 
ment of. Indi.ji are also convinced that they .should help us. Where 
the shoe has pinched and may continue to pinch unless a complete 
reorientation of policy is implemented and carried out, is the inter- 
action of the Central Goyenuuent on the surplus Provinces, to the 
■extent to. which the surplus Provinces.can,be brought into harmony 
with , the general ‘share-alike’ policy of the. Goveriunent. Some 
Governments took the line that they were entitled to get as high 
prices as po.ssible and to iitiiise. the profit for post-war reconstruc¬ 
tion.' Other Governments wanted to keep large stocks agairmt 
unforeseen contingencies. T&se matters involve very delicate 
negoiiatioiiB and persuasions a-s between the Government at the 
centre on the one. hand and the Provincial Goverumeiiis on the 
other. We. were expecting a cerbiiii amount of stuff, as promised, 
from America, but .shipping ^was not available and so what was 
promised could not be sent. Then Australia -came to our rescue and 
seat us some wheat. What was expected from South Africa has 
been 'clela-yarl a.s shipping has become available, on this route only 
very recently. . However supplies are being sent to us. -Therefolc, 
in coming to'any‘'Conolusioh 6n this tpatter, let it be borne in mind 
that so f-ar as, i have been able to ascertain, there has been no want

Mr. K. M. Kesavab; : Yes, Sir. It is a matter of rciciproc.al 
help. We give the Allies as much war products .as wo can 
for the successful prosecution of I he war and they give us food 
materials iu return. Bui, as wa,s remarkml,-by the Chair, We are 
beggars and cauriot. be choosers, with the rescilfc that whatever food 
■material is available toi.- ns, we are obliged l.o colisiunc it. I refer 
to millets, maize and bajra that may be sent; to us, According to 
the opinion of Mr. Hanoc, Director-General of the Indian Medical 
Service, those grains are a blessing in disguise. We ai’e obliged to 
take a balanced diet. This balanced diet, as he sav.s will improve 
the health of our people in that it contaiits a better nutritive value. 
Whatever.that be, we cannot question the opinion of such an 
eminent man in the field. Granting that it is so, Ihe (|iiestioii that we 
have to face is, how to make these thing.s edible, and how to pm- 
pare these unfamiliar food stulfs ? . Apart from what has been 
suggested by the Tea Market Expansiou,Board, I may request the 
Government to issue pamphlets in large numbers...... 

Rajyasevapravina Q. Paranieswaran Piliai: We 
have issued several pamphlets. 

President : What happened was that the Government of 
India, as soon as they began to issue ba]ra,'aleo issued pamphlets. 
So we have reprinted those pamphlet" and supplied to all the news¬ 
papers in the State. Those pamphlets contain a description of the 
qualities of- bajra, the method of cooking it and all the re.st of it. 
But, after all, I fully realise that the distribution of pamphlets will 
not meet with good results, for when you get something for notht 
iiig, you never read it. Tn fact .when we are getting so many hand¬ 
bills and pamphlets about one thing or the other without p.aying 
for them, we do not read them. And so probably similar (has been 
the fate of those pamphlets which we circularised. 

Mr. K. M. Kesavan : Pamphlets,.raay be issued with regard 
to the preparation of those stuffs, and since we intend to open 
vocational schools, the cooking of bajra may ba introduced as’ part 
of the, curricula, especially in the Malayalam Middle. Schools for 
Girls, where the girls may learn the job easily and introduce it 
among 'the masses. I think it will be a very healthy programme to 
make these food materials popular. i 

President: Are we not supplying bajra'-and wheat in ad¬ 
dition to rice to the school children here ? ■■ 

Rajyasevapravina Q. Parameswaran Pjilai: Yes, 

Sir. Theyget one rice, meal each day, . ■ 

Mf. K. M. Kesavan : Whatever assistance and co-operation 
is'necessary on 'ffie part of the people;or 'their representatiyeSj. this 
House will be quite willing to render them, and -we are rest assured 
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with the hope that the Goyarnment wilj do iji their turn what thej:- 
have been doing hitherto. 

Mr. T. Mahomed Ismail; I wish to speak on the motion 
only to bring to the notice of Government, and through the Gov¬ 
ernment to the people and the Governments outside, that the diffi¬ 
culties in Travanoore are not in any way less than those taking place 
in Bengnlpr any other famine—stricken area in India. My opinion 

is that our difficulties are not sufficiently advertised in any other 
Indian newspapers though we have got our own papers dealing 
with the sufferings and difficulties of the people both in the City and 
in the mofnssil parts of the State. It Is because our papers are, 
piiblishod in the local Vernaculars which are not known to the out* 
side people.. It is true that we hear reports-appallhig reports- of 
the famine in Bengal and other places and wo often see photograjihs 
showing the starving people,.especially depictiuga cliildsaokiiig 
the breast of a dead mother and similar scenes. Ilut if the diffi¬ 
culties and the sufferings of the' people of Travuucoru are brought , 
to the.notice of the people in Northern India, I ‘ ciin say l.hai they 
will immediately come to the conclusion that we are not in any way 
less affected than those in other parts, of India. If anybody has 
got any doubt as tfj our own difficulties, it is enough if he travels 
in the train from Quilon to Tri-/audruta when, on the way, ho will 
see men and women,—who, are supposed to be humaii • beings but 
who are really skeletons—^having two children onieither shoulders 
who are equally in a famished condition. When we sec thain, we 
feel doubtful whether they are'alive or dead. -Sir, if only , these 
pictures are published-iu newspapers we can give some idea at least 
of the difficulties that'we are suffei-ing from. If we go to the 
hotels even in Trivandrum, we can see these, poor beggars—men, 

, women and ohildren-disabled and affected by starvation, struggling 
:with dogs for the leaves thrown out from the hotels. 

It is true that our,hospitals do not give any staiistics about 
the. deaths due to starvation. , If only .a direction is given ' to our 
hospitals to publish death rates due to starvation, I believe that 
the number of deaths tvill be known to: be quite considerable. It 
will also be news to us as well as to the' public outside. I bring 
these matters to the notice of Governnaent who might bring the 
home, to the authorities concerned and make them realise that the 
, starvation problem in .Travanoore is really serious. Unless the 
, Government of India dome to our help in 'giving more and more 
rice and less of the other commodities which are not palatable to 
us, the position of Travanoore .-wHl perhaps—may God forbid it— 
become worse still further. I therefore request the Government to 
bring these ma-tters to .th'e notice of outside public so that everyone 
ipight.be cautious and.ipaylhql;'fqlldii dme with other parts of the .. 
country'who are adversely afteijted, ,

Mr. A. 5- Damodarao Asan : Sir, I am very happy to 
see that the merabars of this House appreciate the work done by 

■ you. Sir, for the people of Travancore. But I think it is necessary 
to detail the work done by the purchase and rationing sections of 
the Food Department for clearing many doubts that have been 
raised on the floor of this House. The food control, was taken 

■ up by Government with the greatest hesitation,. But the Govern¬ 
ment had to take it up at a sufficiently early date, fearing that un¬ 
less control measures are taken in time,'we will be confronted with 
difficulties which could not be immediately overcome. The first 
step taken by the,Government was to purchase as much food grains 

■ as possible from British Indian Districts and see that the, paddy 
produced'in this conntry is also purchased so that with the stock,so 
collected even distribution at a reasonable price may be effected 
amongst the people of the country. On account of the fact that 
the produqe in this, country is comparatively small and as it was 
feared by the general-public that tlie supplies from outside w*!!!. be 
very limited, there was a tendency on the part of the producers of 
paddy in the country'to take advantage of the situation and; with¬ 
hold paddy from sale at reasonable prices.. The Government there¬ 
fore decided to make the necessary regulations for fixing the price 
of paddy and purchasing the same, With regard to persons -wlio , 
refused to sell their stocks, necessary notifications were issued em- 
powering Government to acquire the same. This being, ,;,a novel 
Work with vsfhich the people of the country have been quite unacq- ■ 
uainted, it was iny first duty to see that the people in the various

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parts o£ the State were made aware of the real ■ situation and 
the conditions under which the Government have been compelled 
to resort to those measures. It was realised that the purchase 
arrangements could not be carried on' successfully by the officers 
alone. Hence it was decided that taluk committees should be 
formed in all the taluks and similarly kara committees 
constituted in all the karas for enabling the Government 
officers who are entrusted with the purchase work to carry on 
their functions to the satisfaction of the people as well as Govern- 
meut. There were two dangers to be faced. If the officers ruth¬ 
lessly carry out Gover-nment orders, without exercising their discre¬ 
tion, oppression is likely to be caused. On the other hand, if they 
become too lenient, the poorer section of the people without paddy 
could not be supplied with food and there would be great suffering 
in the country. Hence the comtnittees that were constituted were 
expected to lielj) Government in purchasing the maximum quantity 
of paddy available in the localities and at the same time, serve as a 
cheek upon the subordinate officers concerned to prevent undue 
oppression of the poor small cultivators. The procedure that was 
to be followed by the officers and the committees was explained by 
me whenever I visited the various taluks in the country. 

The Government at first wanted only to purchase the excess 
stocks in the hands of the land-owners. It ’ was therefore notified 
that laud-holders should give statements showing .their total paddy 
production, the probable expenses they may have to incur in ])ad(ly 
and the balance which they could sell. It was found that those 
statements could not be entirely relied'upon. Therefore directions 
were issued to the Revenue officers to prepare statements with the 
aid of kara cooamittees with regard'to the!-quantities of paddy thah 
are to be purchased from each of the land-holders. The Govern¬ 
ment found that even with this excess purchase they will not-be 
able to meet the present situation. Therefore it was later on deci¬ 
ded that every man who has more than one acre of land must give 
a portion of the yield of that land to meet the general demands of 
the State. That step was taken with the greatest hesitation because 
even a man with only one acre of land and getting only bO paras of 
pad'dyi was compelled to sell a portion, say 15 paras of 
paddy, which was bound to work great hardship in the generality 
of cases. If the Governmenc found that the. bala'nce of 35 patas 
was insufficient to meet his requireinents, they undertook to supply; 
,h.im from the Government stock for the deficit. This was done 
because it was felt that it was the duty of every producer of paddy 
■ to contribute his mite for saving the food situation., Thu's it could 
be found that the . Goveimment were making their utmost attempt 
to collect as much paddy as possible from the producers. 
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the purchasing agencies, 'with the aid of kara committees, did 
not succeed entirely in their mission- There were many difficulties. 
You, Sir mentioned that it was estimated to collect-about a crore 
of paras of paddjr during the last one. yean We were unable ta 
purchase the whole of that for two reasons. First of all, it was 
well-known that there were very many breaches of bunds on account 
of floods and unseasonal rains in Kuttanad. Consequently, there 
was the failure of crops in that area. In Travancore, we have not 
got a systematic irrigation work. We depend on periodical rains 
for our agricultural operations. If the rains fail us at the proper 
time for a -week, our cultivator loses heavily. The main reason for 
the failure to purchase the entire quantity is the failure of crops. 
Secondly, the puretjaae scheme was a new thing involving very com¬ 
plicated processes to be worked simultaneously throughout the 
country by means of a huge machinery. Very often difficulties 
were felt in the practical working of the scheme. Hence we were 
able to purchase, with the best of endeavours, only about 65 lakhs 
of paras of paddy during the course, of one year as against an esti¬ 
mate of one. orore of paras.. We have heard so many oompkints 
about the subordinates not fully co-operating -with the committees 
dr not at all seeking the co-operation of such committees. In some 
oases committees have worked .successfully and yielded good results. 
But that is not the general rule. My attempt has always been to 
emphasise to the committees and officers the necessity for the ut¬ 
most co.-dperation in the matter of work. It has also been my 
endeavour to .impress upon the officials that unless they si:ek the 
co-operatioii of the Ipcal public they could not sucatred, however 
much they may exert themselves in other directions. Over the 
officials I had an advantage. I can at least tell them that if they 
do. iiotiollow my'suggestions, the matter might betaken before 
Government and some disciplinary action taken against them. But 
I had no such, control over committees. In spite of all my efforts 
our work cannot be said .to have been an entire success.' I may 
state tliis.. thing. Sir. About 50 per cent, of my time while at Tri¬ 
vandrum and. .more than that while in camp has been taken up for 
this propaganda work. Every day’at least from three to four or 
five hours have to be devoted for explaining to the pt'(.iple us (o 
what we are doing, what we wish to cio and why wc lu'i- constrained 
to take these control measures, Eveii then, 1 'adinit that (he j»ro- 
paganda work was not suffieieiit, NeceS'sarily it has been so. It 
' is a probloiu which, has. i.o be studied and explained to the. public by 
as many people as jiossible. Even with such explanations all the 
■aspiects may'not be clearly understood by all the people. A complaint 
was heard that the GovernraeuL orders are intcrpie.l.ed'in one way 
by the Talmiklu-, in .iuioilmr way by the laliik' cuinmiiLee inejiiba- 
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and in a third way by some other people. Such controversies are 
unavoidable because we are working a complicated scheme for which 
there is no precedent 

With regard to the local committees, it was suggested that 
the members were nominees of the Xahsildars, who are alleged to 
have acred on the advice of the Proverthicars. Wherever I went, 

1 had asked the Tahsildars to consult the members of the Legiala,- 
ture in makiug nominations to the committees. In addition to that, 
it was decided here, at a meeting of the Food Advisory Committee,- 
that the Tahsildars must consult the members of the Legislatures in 
constituting the coinmittees. A (t. 0. was also issued to that 
effect. Government later on declared that steps are -being taken to 
associate the members of the Legislatures with the officials in the 
purchase and distribution work. Accordingly I sent letters to the 
members of both Houses, requesting them to tell me' the particular 
areas in which each of them will be able to assist us in the work, so 
that I may direct the Tahsildars concerued -to seek the aid of such 
member in the specified areas. This was necessary as the same 
member was representing two or three taluks - and there were'cases 
in wMqh there was more than one member representing the same 
taluk.., Hence I suggested that-the members may select specified 
areas and inform me to nua ble mi; to .i.ssuc the nece,ssary instruc* 
tipns to the local oflScers. By this the "local officer could know the 
. individual member from tv horn personal help may be expected for 
working in any area. The member has also the advantage of 
selecting the area in which his woi'k may be concentrated. Most 
of the members have agreed to the Suggestions, while some have 
pleaded tbeir inability to undertake the work. Instructions have 
been issued to all the Tahsildars on the basis of the I’eplies rece.ived 
to consult the members in car-rying out the work in the selected 
areas;

Of course, in certain' taluks, Tahsildars kept large'portions for special 
supplies and gave only^a small portion for general distribution. 
Bat in many of the Taluljs the Tahsildars never cared, to reserve any 
portion of. the stock wit^i them for special ,su],)plies and gave aWay 
the whole allotliuent for gimeral distribution in the, l;aluk. There were 
complaints on account’of the ab.sence of a uniform system in all 
the Taluks, Another complaint, was that there was no provision for 
checking the census taken and that persons who gave false figures 
were getting larger quantities of, foodstuffs while i.hosc who gave, 
only correct figures were suffering. The Govenuuent thought 
that this rationing arrangement in the taluks must be set on a, 
sound and unihfrtn ba.sis.
